NiEWS IN DETAIL. 

St. Lufis, May 11— A.M. 
After the .surreiuler of tlio State force.f st 
Camp Jack.-ion, ye.sterday, to the U. S. troop.^ 
a mo3t fearful sceiio was enacted. As the 
prisoners were heiiif; miirched out iif camp, 
a luob of Secef simiists cornuieiiceil an attack 
oil the Federal Iroops with stoiie«, e.hilis, nod 
pistols. The State troops, iiltliouf^h prison- 
ers of war, joinod in the attack on their ciip- 
torp, and cummenfi^d groaniiiK *;ei'i'ia" 
regiments, hurrnhing for Jed. Davis, and 
UsTrig the most derisive epithets against the 
Oovernment troops. Cols. Blair, Siei;el, 
Boorstein, restrained their troops from retali- 
aiiiig; hut when the Siate troop.s broke ranks 
aiid°attempted to escape, the German sol- 
diers opened a fire upon them. 

Those of (he Slate troops who broke ranks 
ran in among the crowd of citizens, and then 
turning upon the United States troops hurled 
hack .sUiiies, brick's and other missiles. The- 
Covcriiineiit soldiers, <!reatly e.xasperateil, 
tired upon their ossaihiiits. The cmwd im- 
mediately seallered. Most of the escaping 
Boldicis were recaptured and lioslililics 
ceased. In the melee some 1') or more 
were killed and 20 or 30 wounded. Amoiig 
the killed were two ludies aud five or six 
male citizens who were spectators — the re- 
mainder were soldiers, mo.'^tly ofitu! State 
troops. Two of the Federal suhiiera were 
dangerously woiirided and one fatally. The 
Slate troops were marched to llie Arsenal as 
prisoners of war, wlioie tin y now romiiiri. 
Those who will take the oath of allegiance 
to the (iiivernmonl will be liberated. There 
was ^'reut c.vcileinent in the city last ni;;ht.
